Report of School Board. 


’ We are pleased to report that good progress has been made 
in all of our schools this year. They are now all graded and 
great improvement is the result, and if continued the town will 
have model schools in a few years. In every school we notice 
contentment and a desire to do the best they can. The scholars 
look forward to examinations by the superintendent as some- 
thing they must study for if they wish to pass. It stimulates 
them to do better work. It also helps the teacher to have the 
scholars do their best. We hope this system will continue for 
many years to come. We have been able to have 36 weeks school- 
ing for three of the schools, which is a great benefit. This is the 
first year we have been able to have so much schooling, and we 
hope this will continue. It would be far better if we had but 
four schools in town, and have them all in the village. We could 
bring them all in at less cost and better results then we are hav- 
ing now. We now have five schoolhouses that we do not use, 
and we do not see any use for them in the near or far future, 
for it certainly looks like race suicide in all of the five districts. 
In two districts there is only one scholar; in one, there is none. 
Now there is one of two things that will have to be done: the 
town will have to keep these schoolhouses in repair or sell them. 
We are of the opinion that it is best to sell them, for the town 
can get something for them now. The school attendance has 
been good this year. We have had a truant officer, with good 
results. 

The parents have visited the schools more than last year, which 
shows they are taking more interest, all working together for the 
good of all concerned. We hope this will continue, for parents 
can help a great deal in this direction.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Raymonp, N. H., February 18, 1909. 


To the School Board of Raymond: 

GENTLEMEN:—It is with pleasure that I make to you my second 
annual report. I have nothing of which to complain, and much 
to commend. The children and their welfare are and ought to be 
our first consideration, and the success or failure of our school sys- 
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tem must be estimated by the progress mentally, morally, and 
physically of the pupils. I am sure that you and the citizens will 
agree with me that progress has been made in all three lines dur- 
ing the past year. It has never been my lot to have worked with 
a more industrious, willing, contented lot of children than those 
in our public schools. There has not been a case of insubordina- 
tion, and very few cases of poor attendance, all of which were 
caused by lack of parental interest. 


PARENTS. 


I wish to urge upon you the importance of sending your children 
to school regularly and on time. You and they are the greatest 
beneficiaries by this action, and the greatest losers by failure to 
comply. In the matter of absence the child meets with a dead 
loss which he can never regain, but in the question of tardiness 
the result is more harmful, for he not only loses time and instruc- 
tion, but he forms habits that will work him injury all the rest 
of his life. 

TEACHERS. 


Our teachers in the centre schools have labored faithfully and 
well. They have taken a personal interest in every child, which 
interest has contributed in no small degree to the efficiency and 
progress of the school. The feeling of enmity between scholars 
and teachers has been entirely wanting, and in place of it a healthy, 
friendly comradeship that has contributed much to success. The 
teachers in the Gile and Gove Districts have accomplished all and 
more than could have been expected, when we take into consider- 
ation the short length of the school year and the small number of 
the children. 

I cannot leave the question of the teachers without a special 
word in regard to Miss Mabel Brown, who taught the spring term 
in the Freetown District. She was not only an excellent instructor, 
but her example in promptness, industry, and cleanliness was of 
equal or more value. 

CONSOLIDATION. 

I do not wish to appear importune in this matter, nor do I in- 

tend to urge action upon it very strongly at this time; but I do 
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wish that the citizens and parents would give it their serious con- 
sideration. It is a financial impossibility for the district to sup- 
port six schools for thirty-six weeks each year and pay competent 
teachers. Yet the children in the outlying districts deserve the same 
privileges as those in the village. I do not advocate this plan as 
a money saver; but as a means to equal advantages for every child 
for the same money as we expend now. I would suggest that 
the present unused school-houses be sold before they become en- 
tirely valueless. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


I would strongly recommend that the District avail themselves 
of the privilege of section eleven, chapter 89, of the revised statutes 
and make a contract with some one academy or high school for 
the instruction of our children. It would be to our advantage in 
many ways, particularly financially. 

In closing I wish to extend my hearty thanks to the Board, the 
teachers, the parents, and especially the children for their kindness 
and help during the year just passed.

Report of Water Commissioners. 


We have had no new service pipes added to the system since 
our last report one year ago and conditions are about the same in 
connection with the Water System. We have since our last report 
installed another hydrant back of the shoe factory, as recommend- 
ed by the insurance inspectors. This hydrant was necessary, if 
we were to have the present insurance rate continued, and it affords 
quite an addition to the fire protection of that property. The main 
pump has been thoroughly repaired in the last year, and is now 
doing better work than for a long time before. We have installed 
a meter on the line from which the Boston and Maine railroad 
take their water, and have made a price with them so that in the 
future they will pay for the water on the basis of the quantity used. 
This will probably increase the amount they will pay to nearly 
twice the old rate, 

We have collected more for water this year, than for any previ- 
ous year, with the exception of the amount paid by the railroad, 
($125.00) which amount has usually been in advance, but this year 
on account of being a meter rate cannot be figured until the end 
of the term for which they are charged. | 

The wells have been thoroughly cleaned out the last fall and are 
now in better condition than for several years. 

The past year we have had one of the worst drouths for many 
years. After the wells were cleaned and flushed we have had an 
abundance of water. This assures us that we have no need to 
worry about our water supply, and that we will always have enough 
for the needs of the townspeople, so long as the system is kept in 
good working order. We have had two practical illustrations of 
the value of the Water System in the last year. The Fire Company 
in checking these fires have saved a large amount of property that 
otherwise must have been destroyed. 

We have during the past year entered into a contract with Chase— 
Chamberlain Company to continue the pumping of the water for 
a period of five years from June 1, 1909, and to continue the man- 
ufacturing of shoes in the shop for the same length of time. It is 
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with many regrets that we report the decease of Octavous W. Fel- 
lows, who has so long and faithfully served on the Board of Water 
Commissioners.
